H aving moved back to the UK from 

Holland with a young baby in the winter 
of 2005, Annabel and Dave Stickland 
were keen to find a country home that fulfilled 
their desire to live in a thriving village community, 
in a peaceful setting with space for their children 
to explore, walk the dog and enjoy the freedom 
of outdoor life. ‘I searched endlessly around 
many Hampshire villages and when I first saw 
our home, Jonathan’s Thatch, I knew that we had 
found the perfect spot,’ says Annabel. 

LOVE AT FIRST SIGHT 

They instantly fell in love with the facade of the 
house, a 17th-century timber-framed cottage 
with red brick infill and thatched roof, which 
was surrounded by original cobble pathways, a 
quintessentially English country garden, as well 
as an ice store and a well. The house, which was 
built in 1600, is believed by English Heritage to 
be of historical importance, and the imposing 
former ship beams in the sitting room allude to 
the sense of prestige and grandeur that would 


have prevailed when the house was originally 
constructed. The property was extended in the 
1700s and in the 1800s was owned by Jonathan 
Eord, a local blacksmith who gave the house >>

its present-day name. The house was further 
extended in the 1920s and again in the 1960s 
when the current kitchen area was added. 

Although sturdily built, the house had become 
tired and was in need of modernisation, but the 
couple could see there was huge potential to 
create the family home they had dreamed of. ‘The 
previous owners were like us: the first and last to 
see the property when it came onto the market,’ 
explains Annabel. ‘Serendipity played a huge part 
in helping to secure the house as despite it being 
above our budget and us offering below the asking 
price, the owners were keen to sell to a family who 
loved it and who would look after and enjoy it as 
they had as a family.’ 

LUCKY CHARM 

The couple embarked on the move somewhat 
‘spontaneously and romantically’ in the September 
of 2005 and soon realised the scale and enormity 
of what they had taken on. ‘The house had single- 
glazing and the internal fabric of the property 
was suffering from leaks and condensation, which 
was damaging the timber frame and internal 
linings,’ explains Annabel. A successful case was 
made to the planning office for the installation >>

of double-glazing and new sympathetic wooden 
frames to replace the draughty small-paned metal 
windows that had been added over the years. 

‘The new windows have completely transformed 
both the practical and aesthetic appeal of our 
home,’ explains Annabel. ‘When the builders 
were installing the new windows, cat bones were 
revealed in the original frames. It is believed they 
were buried as a type of lucky charm to confer 
good luck and protect the cottage inhabitants 
from witchcraft and evil spirits. We respected the 
tradition and put the bones back. The story is a 
great one for Halloween suppers and the kids 
delight in telling their friends.’ 

SECURING THE FUTURE 

The electrics and plumbing were overhauled, new 
radiators installed, floors and beams restored, a 
welcoming wood-burning stove fitted in the sitting 
room and a new kitchen island built to update the 
kitchen inherited from the previous owners. The 


house has also been recarpeted and repainted 
in calming neutral shades. ‘In January 2011, we 
undertook a two-storey extension to add a boot 
room and utility room adjacent to the kitchen, 
and a contemporary en-suite adjoining the master 
bedroom, which has added a touch of indulgent 
luxury for Dave and myself,’ says Annabel. 

Today the house feels open, light and perfectly 
suited to modern family living. The 17th-century 
architecture is offset with the cosy trappings of 
contemporary country style to create a welcoming 
and lived-in home. Outside Dave has developed 
his passion for gardening and has created 
distinct areas for the family to enjoy: a patio for 
entertaining; a treehouse for the boys; a mini 
orchard; as well as abundant displays of seasonal 
flowers at varying times of the year.

RISKY 

BUSINESS 

Buying an old stable with no 
guarantee of obtaining planning 
permission was a gamble that paid 
off for Linsi and Ben Halsey

L insi and Ben had always admired their 

current home from their previous house 
across the river. ‘Buying this property was a 
huge risk, but we’d fallen in love with it, so when 
it came on the market we just had to follow our 
hearts,’ says Linsi. ‘It was complicated, because 
there was a cottage and a separate stable block on 
the site, and although we were only interested in 
the stables, we had to purchase both together’ 

The cottage had been converted from an old 
slaughterhouse in the 1960s, but the Victorian 
stable block, which included a hayloft and two cart 
sheds, was unconverted. It had high ceilings, great 
space and a lovely feel as well as amazing views. 
Most recently it had been used as a sail loft, and 
then as a storage facility for books. ‘There was 
a spiral staircase and the walls inside were dry- 
lined, so it looked more like a warehouse than a >>

lovely old stable, but from the start we had a vision 
of how it could be,’ says Linsi. ‘It was a massive 
gamble because the building wasn’t classified as 
residential and we had no idea whether we would 
even get permission to change it to a dwelling.’ 

JUGGLING ACT 

Despite the uncertainty, the couple moved in to 
the cottage to begin with, crossed their fingers 
and submitted their plans for the stable block. 
‘Fortunately, permission was granted to convert it 
but as we’d taken out a large mortgage to buy both 
buildings, we couldn’t really afford to complete the 
work,’ explains Linsi. ‘Luckily we were able to split 
the title of the stable building from that of the 
cottage. We then sold the cottage, releasing funds 
so we could buy a small house to live in while we 
continued the conversion work. There was a lot 
of financial juggling, so my experience as a 
mortgage advisor proved invaluable.’ 

After a disastrous false start with a local builder, 
Ben decided he would finish all the building 
work himself. At this point I got a bit worried, 
and said, “You’re a fantastic carpenter and joiner 
and you know a lot about roofing and tiling, 
but you’re not a builder and there’s only one of 
you!” Unbelievably, he got some manuals and 
taught himself about current building regulations 
as well as numerous skills, including specialist 
leadworking. He definitely has a natural ability 
and if we ever did a similar project I’d trust him 
to do everything,’ says Linsi. 

RELAXED LIVING 

Linsi and Ben hardly altered the basic structure of 
the building, and downstairs they kept the layout 
unchanged. ‘There was a large room that is now 
our kitchen-diner and main living space, and 
two smaller rooms that we’ve made into a utility- 
cum-shower-room, and a guest bedroom. I like a 
sort of shabby chic look, with everything feeling 
very relaxed and easy to live with, and I wanted a 
farmhouse-style freestanding kitchen,’ says Linsi. 
‘We installed a lovely cream-coloured Aga and 
chose big travertine floor tiles with riven edges 
for a rustic look. Ben laid them and I did the 
grouting with my fingers. I should have worn >>

gloves because the skin went all rough and I don’t 
think it’s ever really recovered! The kitchen is 
a real multi-purpose flexible space, and as our 
dogs, Phoebe and Hickory-Bear, aren’t allowed 
upstairs, we spend a lot of time in there.’ 

RAISING THE ROOF 

The major changes are on the first floor. The 
couple got rid of two ugly dormers and instead 
raised an entire section of the roof. It was an 
inspired idea that transformed the bedroom, 
giving it a lovely vaulted ceiling and an airy feel 
that is similar to the rest of the first floor. ‘We 
were originally planning an en suite for the 
bedroom, but we had a rethink after realising 
we’d lose the symmetry of the room and the 
fantastic view of the moon through the feature 
window above our bed. I’m a fan of freestanding 


baths so instead we decided to have one in the 
bedroom and make it all feel a bit like a boutique 
hotel. Also, I’d already chosen a big double basin 
for the bathroom, so there’s no way we could have 
fitted a huge bath in that room as well. We had to 
reinforce the bedroom floor to take the weight, 
but I love it and it’s a real feature.’ 

The light and the views were a big factor in the 
design of the upper floor. In the upstairs sitting 
room, Ben made a glass partition so you can see 
the landscape as soon as you come upstairs. They 
changed the two windows into doors, which open 
onto a beautiful balcony that was also built by 
Ben. As we’ve got a fairly small courtyard area, it 
was a way of having extra outside space. We made 
a big jump to get this place and it would have 
been a crime to have nowhere high up to sit out 
and admire the scenery. ^ 
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Above left The high vaulted 
ceiling created the opportunity 
for a useful mezzanine area 
over the landing. Known as the 
‘Ben Den’, this is where Ben 
relaxes and reads or listens 
to music. Above A traditional 
wooden sledge makes a quirky 
coffee table for the centre of 
the upstairs living room. Left 
Ben made the staircase and 
glass partition in oak. A glass 
panel set into the ceiling above 
the stairwell allows natural 
light right into the centre of 
the building, and forms a 
structural part of the floor 
to the mezzanine.

FANCY 

Looking at Lydia Fay’s pretty 
Provencal-inspired home as it is today, 
it’s hard to believe that it started life as a 
rather uninspiring Eighties bungalow

I here’s a flavour of old 
Provence circulating 
around Lydia Fay’s 
revitalised house. Gates open 
into a lush terraced garden, 
which encloses a small flight 
of steps climbing up to a 
fragrant, flower-decked 
veranda, where the front door 
is framed by a charmingly 
canopied portico. It could be 
somewhere in the vicinity of 
Avignon, but it’s not. It is in 
Bath, tucked away along a narrow lane, amid one 
of the city’s most picturesque quarters. Lydia 
agrees there is a continental aura about the place. 
‘That might be due to the light. But this also 
happens to be the site of a Roman villa, so maybe 
the history contributes to the atmosphere. That’s 
why I like it so much,’ she enthuses. 


RADICAL TRANSFORMATION 

The house itself looked rather different when 
Lydia first saw it. ‘Originally it was a chalet 
bungalow dating back only to the 1980s - the 
youngest house I have ever bought. It was a nice, 
well-built little place, but I knew I would change 
it completely,’ adds Lydia, a property developer 
whose stock in trade revolves around breathing new 
life into more traditional, much older buildings. 
Whatever the age and style of a property Lydia 
takes on, her enviable knack of harmonising the 
pretty and the practical tends to shine through it. 

She moved in to this radically transformed house 
early in 2012, having worked on it for almost a year. 
‘Previously, it had a lot of wasted space in what >>

was an L-shaped interior made up of little rooms 
and corridors. I have doubled the square footage, 
installed upper floors and created a balcony by 
cutting into the roof,’ she explains. The resulting 
interior is wonderfully photogenic, in parts 
intentionally French-inspired with sophisticated 
touches embellishing the neutral backdrops. ‘What 
I like is a home that looks as if it has been lived 
in for a long time, but it has to have 21st-century 
practicalities,’ Lydia stresses. 

REFINED RUSTICITY 

The furnishings are an alluring mix of antique, 
vintage and contemporary pieces, which highlight 
Lydia’s flair for imaginative interior design. This 
is a skill that could be deeply rooted in her 
genes because her father was also a property 
developer, and her mother worked for National 
Trust. As a child, I was constantly being taken to 
visit stately homes, or lovely old private houses, 
or to admire country churches, and I was always 


re-arranging the furniture at home,’ she smiles. 

‘I think my style is still evolving. I’ve always aimed 
for what I call refined rusticity.’ 

The main reception rooms of the house are 
reached via double doors opening off the light- 
flooded hallway. (Double doors are a defining 
feature. ‘I love it when there is enough room to 
have lots of them,’ says Lydia.) Originally two 
smaller rooms, the drawing room is cosily chic, 
the glossy blonde parquet flooring evoking 
the decorative spirit of the 1930s while a 
contemporary crystal chandelier hangs from the 
ceiling. The marble fireplace creates a fine central 
point and the reclaimed chunky radiators give 
a sense of time having been turned back. The 
traditionally styled ceiling cornices also add extra 
substance to the room. 

‘Quite a lot of the things in here have been 
with me for a long time,’ says Lydia, indicating 
furnishings such as the old Chesterfield sofa, 
which has been luxuriously recovered in silver >> 
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velvet, the oversized ruby glass table lamps, and 
the pretty crystal standard lamp that stands sedately 
in a corner by the door. 

In the dining room (previously the garage), 
antique chairs flank a DIY table fashioned out of 
a metal frame topped with a piece of stone, while 
a pair of antique French gilt wall sconces and an 
ornamental cherub co-exist with a pair of modern 
but elegantly silvered chest of drawers. Another pair 
of double doors provides a link between the dining 
room and the kitchen where a ceiling lantern pulls 
in drifts of natural light. The space is arranged 
with pale hand-painted, Georgian-inspired cabinets 
fitted opposite a large island unit with a basalt 
work surface. Lydia called in Wiltshire craftsman 
Luke McHardy to help her create ‘a softened, un- 
kitchen-like environment’. Accordingly, the eye is 
easily drawn towards elements such as the distressed 
mirror glass doors, chosen to conceal the fridge and 
the freezer, and then upwards in the direction of 
the Murano crystal glass chandelier. 

A SENSE OF CALM 

The stairway rising to the upper floors has been 
covered in a glamorous silky grey carpet - an 
indulgence that Lydia found impossible to resist - 
and the mood in the various bedrooms is stylishly 
calm, though in some areas Lydia has experimented 
with wallpaper, which along with the textiles and 
upholstery, breaks up the neutral backdrops. Red >> 
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7 favour a home thfit looks like 
it’s been lived in for a long 
time, but it has to have flenty 
of 21st-century practicalities’

Hulse bronze-hued bed cover. At the top of the 
house there is fabulously light and airy guest suite 
organised amid sloping ceilings installed with sleek, 
conservation-quality roof windows. 

A TOUCH OF WIT 

Lydia dedicated a lot of time to the transformation 
of what was once a pleasant but uninspiring 
bungalow. However, while taste and style are 
important to her, she rarely aims for what she calls 
‘overly serious’ decor. ‘If I can, I like to add a bit 
of wit here and there,’ she confides. Eagle-eyed 
visitors might spot the quirkiness that sometimes 
finds its way into Lydia’s decorative harmonies - 
little treasures such as the ceramic Michelin man 
on display in the drawing room, or the vintage 
Butler & Wilson crystal spider brooches glinting in 
the sunlight in the dining room, where they double 
as ornaments. It’s often the little things that linger 
in the memory after a brand of wall paint, or the 
name of a fabric, has been long forgotten. ^

L ooking to downsize 
to a home with 
character, Lynne 
and John Holmes found 
all they were searching 
for in a thatched cottage 
in a Sussex village with a 
friendly pub. At first John 
was sure nothing needed 
altering, but as the weeks 
went by I convinced him 
otherwise,’ says Lynne. 

She smiles knowingly and 
explains how many of her

Lynne’s greatest challenge and, conversely, 
favourite feature, was the predominance of wood 
mixed with exposed brickwork.

an interesting history linked to the 
Arts and Crafts philosophy in which 
natural materials play a major role,’ 
says Lynne. ‘We were keen to respect 
the architect Reginald Fairfax Wells, 
who built 70 of these Tudor-style 
cottages for his Bohemian friends. 

He took his quest for back-to-nature 
authenticity to extremes; denying the 
owners of electricity, but at least he 
made sure the ceilings were a decent 
height. He also installed wells in every 
garden. We liked what he stood for.’ 

SEEING EYE TO EYE 

Painting the walls white and keeping 
rooms clutter free, Lynne’s schemes 
inject vitality and avoid the obvious 
choice of chintzy florals. Instead she chose 
contemporary designs in soft zingy colours for 
the downstairs rooms, while romantic French toile 
and feminine wallpapers have been used for the 
bedrooms. ‘I am essentially a girly girl and I love 
roses and pretty things,’ says Lynne. ‘Interestingly, I 
was going to have an all-grey check fabric to cover 
the sofa in the dining room, but John persuaded 
me to go for pink instead.’ Fortunately the couple 
nearly always see eye to eye on aesthetic matters. ‘I 
choose and he agrees,’ says Lynne with a twinkle in 
her eye. ‘He is very affirming.’ 

She confesses to experiencing one wobble when 
John announced he had ordered a huge Napoleon 
painting from an American art website. ‘He said 
the wall in the hall called for an ancestral portrait. 

I was sure he was right, but as neither of us owned 
such a thing, the portrait of Napoleon became our 
substitute. It fills the hall wall space with colour and 
dignity and contrasts with the dark oak panels. I 
have even grown to like it,’ she says with a grin. 

The couple’s best joint design decision was the 
kitchen, where they installed a new island unit in 
bleached oak, creating much-needed extra storage 
and a useful breakfast bar. The kitchen/dining room 
is their favourite room. ‘I love being able to fling 
open the doors to the garden during the summer 
months,’ says Lynne. ‘Sharing breakfast time 
together on the decked terrace is brilliant and it 
is a great space for parties. The cottage is brilliantly

The gardens at Long Meadow in Kent are a shimmering meld of colour 
and form, offering real inspiration for creating late-season interest

GARDEN I LATE-SEASON INTEREST 


‘There are so many little hidden and peaceful areas: people 
like sitting on the patio or by the pond and looking up through 
the colours in the beds - it’s so serene and relaxing’ 


D escribing the gardens at Long Meadow 
in the little hamlet of Wellers Town near 
Chiddingstone in Kent as a contemporary 
cottage garden only comes part way to defining 
the ebullient scene that greets the visitor. The eye 
is drawn from the wafting swathes of ornamental 
grasses and late-season perennials to the 
borrowed landscape of parchment fields beyond. 
With planting designed to peak late-summer 
through autumn, there is a progressive crescendo 
of hues and textures in a rhythmical display. 

A SEAMLESS CONNECTION 

The third-of-an-acre sloping garden spread 
around a Victorian cottage was designed for 
owners Jo and Ian Peel by Surrey garden 
designer Nic Howard four years ago. Although 
we had glorious vistas, we didn’t have many 
plants and I was aching to brighten it up with 
flowers,’ explains Jo, as we stroll around together. 
The thinking behind the design was to connect 
the garden with the wider landscape beyond, 
with sweeping grass shapes to unify the levels 
of the garden and create an easier gradient that 
draws the eye across the plot. 

Particular consideration needed to be given 
to the heavy clay soil and blending the dominant 
drive and garage into the design. Mushroom 
compost was dug through the soil to break it 
up and make it workable, while a herbaceous 
border with taller choices, such as Eupatorium 
dubium ‘Baby Joe’, Miscanthus sinensis 
‘Malepartus’, Aster xfrikartii ‘Monch’, Agastache 
‘Blue Fortune’ and ephemeral Verbena bonariensis, 
help to camouflage the garage. 

Being on a slope, the vista from the patio, 
which stretches out from the kitchen and is 
regularly used for alfresco dining, cleverly gives 
the impression of a sunken garden with hidden 
areas behind the billowing flowers and foliage. 
Benches are placed to take in views both inside 
and outwards from the garden. A small copse 
of three existing Betula jacquemontii near the top 
of the garden is underplanted with richly toned 
echinacea combined with Persicaria amplexicaulis 
‘Orange Field’, a key plant in the whole scheme, 
with these russet and crimson colours then 
carried through with repeated plantings down 


the garden. Taller perennials and grasses have 
been used in the lower beds to help balance the 
slope, while a series of striking silvery-grey oak 
pergolas at the bottom of the garden lend weight 
as well as a contemporary edge to the design. 

JOURNEY OF DISCOVERY 

Although a relatively small garden, the way it is 
planted allows a sense of journey and discovery 
as you progress down past sloping borders, 
pausing to admire the planting combinations of 
massed dainty geraniums, salvias, hemerocallis, 
fiery Helenium ‘Moerheim Beauty’, Penstemon 
‘Firebird’ and fireworks from spires of Liatris 
spicata Alba’. Any gaps that occur are replenished 
with similar choices, including Alchemilla mollis 
(lady’s mantle), Heuchera ‘Palace Purple’ and 
sedums, which do particularly well here, along 
with annuals such as papery dancing cosmos that 
catch delightfully in every breeze. 

The resulting palette is not only beautiful 
to look at, it also has the added advantage of 
filtering the wind, turning a disadvantage into an 
advantage as the visual effect of movement is one 
of the charms of this style of planting. Overall 
the scheme is unified, as the colour palette is kept 
simple and the planting is consistently dense. 

At the bottom of the garden you reach a 
sunken dell with a small wildlife pond edged 
in dry marginal planting and a softly painted 
summerhouse shaded by a weeping willow Jo 
planted when they first moved to the property. 
Cool and restful, the grassy dell offers a contrast 
from the visual cacophony but also affords 
wonderful views looking up through the >>

splendour to the house. Plantings of Lysimachia 
‘Snow Candles’ light up the space with their 
spires of tiny white flowers, while tufts of 
Deschampsia cespitosa ‘Goldtau’ also add a decorative 
touch. An area still being developed is a small 
adjacent woodland where there are plans to 
introduce meandering pathways. 

A NATURAL TALENT 

Jo handmakes costume jewellery from home with 
her business JoJo De Bulmer (www.etsy.com) and 
clearly has an eye for colour and design. Once Nic 
had initially created the garden, her natural talent 
has shone through as her confidence developed 
in plant knowledge and care. ‘I’ve realised over 
the four years that plants don’t always grow the 
way you want them to. At first I was scared to 
touch or move them, but now through learning 
by experimenting I’ve realised I can do it. For 
instance underneath the beech trees, which take 
moisture and nutrients from the soil, some of the 
plants such as the monarda and heleniums haven’t 
done so well, so we’ve added more Shasta daisies 
and achillea that like the dry soil.’ 

With more time to spend in the garden since 
Ian retired, the couple have taken on the garden 
together and continue the care and evolution of 
the planting. ‘It’s amazing how the garden goes 
from nothing after being cut down in late autumn, 
then pops up again in spring. At first it’s neat 
and tidy, but then everything grows so quickly to 
become huge and spectacular,’ Jo enthuses. 

The couple opened their garden for the first 
time this year through the National Gardens 
Scheme and hope to do so again next year, adding 
another dimension to their labour. ‘We wanted it to 
look really beautiful, so we planted lots of pots on 
the patio and we have plenty of seats for people to 
take time in the garden. There are so many little 
hidden and peaceful areas: people enjoy sitting on 
the patio to take in the views, or by the pond and 
looking up through the colours in the beds - it’s so 
serene and relaxing,’ comments Jo. 

Visitors couldn’t fail to come under the spell of 
this garden. While it has many traditional cottage 
garden elements, it has been given a contemporary 
twist with the modern planting that is designed to 
peak late season when other gardens are flagging.

I love the autumnal colours that bring a new 
dimension to the garden at this time of year. 
Whether it’s a season of mists and quiet beauty or 
intensely rich colours against clear blue skies, either 
is gorgeous with its reflective mood. Although leaf 
colour is greatest when the days are sunny and the 
nights frosty, I love the softly lit days, too, and the 
sound of leaves crunching underfoot. Work in the 

garden slows down to 


If you get ground frosts of -5°C or 
below It Is best to lift your dahlias.

just needing a gentle 
tidy up and then cutting 
back after the first frosts 
start to blacken down 
the flowers. I like to 
keep some leaves under 
plants as mulch and 
also as cover for wildlife. 

To have some skeletal 
interest through winter 
and for food for the birds 
1 also leave some seedheads in the border, enjoying 
their brown translucency when backlit. 

When I can tear myself away from the beauty 
of the season, it’s on my to-do list to give the 
greenhouse benches and windows a good scrub 
- a job that I always find rather therapeutic. 

The other practical task that’s waiting to be 
ticked off is to prepare and enrich the soil 
in the borders by digging in compost and 
manure now to make spring planting easier. 

Late-season bargain 

I can’t resist browsing nurseries at this time of the 
year - you can often get some great bargains and 
there are some lovely late-season perennials that will 
brighten up a corner. While the soil is still warm, it’s 
also a great time to plant container-grown shrubs, as 
well as bulbs such as daffodils and alliums.

AT HOME I LIVING 


A combination of wood, leather and linen add a layer of 
warmth, functioning as a substitute for colour or pattern 


A rchitects seem to have an ambiguous 
relationship with colour, preferring 
to deal with form, function and texture 
over decoration. Partners in life and work Stefanie 
Brechbuehler and Robert Highsmith of architectural 
firm Workstead will happily admit that they are no 
exception. When Indian clients accustomed to bright 
colours sheepishly asked them to add some bright hues 
to their interior scheme, they suggested integrating 
brass details rather than use any paint shade other than 
a neutral. Naturally, when they found their own home, 
a first-floor apartment in a Brooklyn Brownstone in 
New York that was painted blue, pink and yellow, their 
first instinct was to wash the whole thing in white 
emulsion. Given that the space is three main rooms that 
flow into each other, limiting the colour palette made 
perfect sense; the two sets of dividing doors are often 
left open creating a view all the way through from the 
street elevation to the garden. 

While the Workstead partners relish the 
19th-century vernacular details - mouldings, high 
ceilings, sash windows and two marble fireplaces - 
they have relied on a few modern Scandinavian and 
mid-century pieces to update the look and feel of the 
interior to something that is younger and hipper: there 
are dining chairs by Eames and Nelson, collections 
of found objects, abstract paintings and prints and

their own sculptural lighting designs, inspired by 
vintage industrial elements. Favourite materials - a 
combination of wood, leather and linen - add a layer 
of warmth to the look, functioning as the team’s 
substitute for colour or pattern. 

Robert’s taste for Scandinavian design has its roots 
in his upbringing. His architect grandfather and 
painter grandmother filled their house with classic 
mid-century designs, which he inherited while still 
at art school (apparently resulting in a precociously 
stylish dorm room). An immersion in this aesthetic 
informs the partners’ approach to creating their own 
products, which ensure that they can always stamp 
their signature look on future projects.

reached via a spiral staircase in the adjoining 
Butler’s Lodge. Period Homes & Interiors checked 
in to the George Fentham suite in the main 
house and we were hit with a visual overload of 
inspiration. We’ve never thought about painting 
our walls black... until now, that is. 

Our beautiful room had three painted 
walls with the fourth covered in a striking 
monochrome geometric paper. Accent colour 
came courtesy of bright shots of fuchsia on the 
curtains and from lampshades hanging above 
black bedside tables.

How did you get into 
what you do? I had 

been running my own 
upholstery business 
for more than 20 years 
when sadly one of my 
uncles, who made 
bellows in Wiltshire, 
passed away. When 
I realised no-one was 
going to take over the 
business I offered to give it a go. 


Have you always been interested 
in designing and making? From 
an early age I was always creating. 

My mum taught me how to sew and 
knit when I was younger, but it was 
only after I left nursing and tried my 
hand at upholstery that I realised how 
much I had missed it. 


What was the first piece you ever 
made? The first set of bellows I 
made was 1 0 years ago, based on 
designs left by my uncle. 


What inspires your designs? 

Having my uncle’s templates was 
very useful to base my designs on. 
We now stock six different styles: two 


How does the making process 
work? When I took on the bellows I 
soon realised that if I tried to do every 
stage in the process myself I would 
rarely leave my workshop. I made 
the decision to get a local joiner to 
create the wooden components, 
which I then sand and polish (roping 
in my husband in his spare time 
when I can). We get a Yorkshire 
firm to make the nozzles, which are 
precision-engineered from solid brass 
or polished stainless steel and remain 
the most expensive component of 
the bellows. I then add the insert, 
whether leather or someone’s clan 
tartan. The bellows are then finished 
off with decorative studs and then 


Do you enjoy working for yourself? 

You have greater flexibility in your 
life - this can mean that sometimes 
you find yourself working 1 5 hours 
a day but also on a sunny afternoon 
you can find time for a walk with the 
dogs on the beach. As long as you 
can remain motivated, working for 
yourself is a rewarding way of life. 

What’s the most important thing 
you’ve learnt? To take every day 
as it comes - you never know what 
tomorrow will bring. 

What’s next for your business? I 

would like to try and get the bellows
